Examiner's Amendment 

1 . An Examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to Applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2.

- The title has been amended as follows: the current title was replaced with 
"Magnetic Tape Having Controlled Heat-Shrinkage and Humidity Expansion With Two 
or More Column-like Magnetic Layers". 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The present claims are deemed allowable over the references of record since the 
references of record fail to disclose or render obvious the combined limitations. 

The combined limitations have been shown to be unobvious and resulting from 
non-trivial optimization, per Applicants' Figure 3 and examples, which demonstrate that 
reduced output difference and good stock stability can be obtained by controlling the 
claimed thickness and property limitations to within the claimed ranges. The Examiner 
notes that while the prior art of record recognizes the desire for reduced heat-shrinkage 
rate and humidity expansion coefficient, Applicants have provided sufficient evidence 
that optimization to the claimed ranges is non-trivial and the prior art of record lacks 
sufficient specificity to render the combined limitations as obvious due to 'mere 
optimization'.

Examiner's Comments 

4. In order to better clarify the record, the examiner wishes to point out the Saito et 
al. ('918 A1) reference was overcome due to Applicants' arguments, which were found 
persuasive. The following references are noted as being pertinent to the claimed 
invention, but do not change the status of the pending Application {i.e. they do not 
render the claimed invention as obvious or anticipated in view of the prior art). 

JP 05-212787 A disclose a non-magnetic support possessing a heat shrinkage 
ratio of 0.02% or lower and a humidity expansion coefficient of 1 .5 x 10" 6 /%RH 
(Derwent Abstract translation), but fails to teach or suggest an entire medium 
possessing the claimed properties, or a medium utilizing oblique magnetic layers 
meeting the claimed thickness limitations. 

Takahashi et al. (U.S. Patent App. No. 2002/0119344 A1) {Abstract and entire 
disclosure) and Yoshimura et al. (U.S. Patent App. No. 2004/0021 024 A1 ) {Abstract and 
entire disclosure) teach humidity expansion coefficients meeting Applicants' claimed 
range, but neither of the above teach said coefficient combined with magnetic layers 
meeting the claimed structure and thickness limitations and a tape possessing the 
claimed heat-shrinkage ratio. 
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Mizuno et al. (U.S. Patent No. 4,781,964) (col. 4, lines 57- 66 and entire 
reference) and Saito et al. (U.S. Patent No. 4,743,487) {Abstract and entire reference) 
teach binder-based media possessing heat-shrink ratio's meeting Applicants' claimed 
limitations, but neither of the above teach said ratio combined with evaporated metal 
magnetic layers meeting the claimed structure and thickness limitations and a tape 
possessing the claimed humidity expansion coefficient.
